Accord-
ing to a report furnished me by the
secretary of the creamery, tiiese
one hundred and twenty farmers are
milking live hundred cows. During
the year from September 1, 1904 to
September 1, 1905, the ereamey
paid to the farmers for milk, a total
of ?24,G5. It is estimated that it
took 1,500 acres of land to support
these live hundred cows, that is for
pasture during the summer and dry
feed during the winter, hence this is
a gross return on the land in use of
610.50 per acre. Now, these same
farmers had in cultivation last year
three thousand acres of wheat
which produced 25,300 bushels
valued at 10,440, or a gross income
per acre of 85.50 for the wheat
From this should be deducted the
cash outlay of 81.25 per acre for
seed and OOcts per acre for
threshing and for twine, leaving a
net income for the wheat of only

per acre.
The dairy work in this case, tho

it was run as a side issue of farm
work, yielded one-thir- d more than
the main farm work in cash and
ucaily five times the annual net
profit, to say nothing of the in
fluence of each on the value of the
land. It would require rather more
than 84.000 at commercial prices to
replaec the fertilizing elements
taken from the soil by the wheat
crop, while the butter took from the
soil only about 850 worth of fertili-
zer.
